‘Collaborating’ 


Viewers who visit the Gen- 
ovese/Sullivan Gallery on Thay- 
er Street, Boston, this month 
will not only see Andover artist 
David Sullivan’s work as they’ve 
never seen it before, but will also 
see Paul Cezanne’s work as they 
have never seen it. 

Sullivan opened a new exhibit 
aiming to gain insight into 
Cezanne’s perspective as a 
painter, creating a series of 
drawings based on Cezanne’s 
paintings. 

After studying the work of 
Cezanne for three years, Sulli- 
van created new versions of the 
paintings and “told” the late 
artist it was “so that people 
would understand your vision.” 

Noting that “the dead are 
often much more obliging than 
the living,” Sullivan entered 
into a cooperative agreement 
with the late painter to further 
each other’s work. 

Sullivan chose three motifs to 
interpret: Cezanne landscape, 
self-portrait and still-life. His 
versions in black colored pencil 
on white eliminate the bright 
color Cezanne is known for, in 
an effort to emphasize the con- 
frontation of the three-dimen-

sional and the abstract that is so 
alive in the work of Cezanne, he 
says. 

Sullivan’s unique perspective 
is most apparent in his view of 
the still-lifes that each include a 
fruit arrangement with a flow- 
ered water pitcher. 

In each of Cezanne’s versions, 
Sullivan found the shape of a 
face created by the design on and 
around the pitcher. Each face 
illustrates a different emotion, 
and Sullivan’s drawings are 
designed to emphasize that visu- 
al effect. 

Sullivan says of his own pre- 
vious work and his new study of 
Cezanne that the subject matter 
itself is not the driving force, but 
what the artist had in mind. 

“Cezanne was a vulnerable 
viewer. He was almost con- 
sumed by the image,” Sullivan 
says. 

Sullivan also plans to lend 
additional perspective on his 
work by giving viewers a chance 
to see them from varied perspec- 
tives.

Franciscan Center eyed 


for school space 


The Franciscan Center function facil- 
ity is in the running for school space offi- 
cials say, since a group that had hoped to 
use it for a charter school did not get the 
necessary approval from the state.

The Andover Police Department has

The department and the Governor’s 
Highway Safety Bureau are sponsoring 
an Alcohol Servers Awareness Seminar 
directed at educating those who serve 
alcohol locally. During the next several 
months, the department will use addi- 
tional teams of officers who will be 
directing their patrols at seat-belt, speed- 
ing and impaired driving violations. 

The police department asks all resi- 
dents to wear safety belts on every trip, 
and to use child car safety seats for 
infants and toddlers. Massachusetts law 
requires all operators and their passen- 
gers to be properly restrained when rid- 
ing in a motor vehicle. Safety belts 
reduce the chance of serious injury or 
death by up to 75 percent in a crash. Res-

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Lawrence considers 


fate of new cell tower 

The fate of a new 100-foot Nextel cell tower 
planted in Lawrence just behind the back yard of 
Shepley Street residents in Andover rests with 
attorneys for the City of Lawrence. 

Residents of Shepley Street say the tower went 
up illegally since they weren't notified as abut- 
ters by the City of Lawrence. 

Lawrence planners admitted their mistake 
and have since changed their procedures, says 
Land Use Planner Paul Reavis. 

Under state law, Lawrence was required to 
notify by mail all residents within a certain 
radius of the proposed tower. Instead, Lawrence 
planners simply sent a copy of their legal notice 
to the Andover Planning Department, rather 
than the abutters themselves. 

Reavis says Nextel Communications present- 
ed an application with “a very convincing argu- 
ment that they had no other options,” and were 
backed up by a federal law that prohibits towns 
from banning towers altogether. 

If Lawrence turned them down, Reavis says 
the decision would be appealable to the state Pub- 
lic Utilities Commission. 

, “That gives them (Nextel) a lot of persuasive 
powers,” Reavis says. 

Rob Parsons, project manager for Nextel Com- 
munications of Lexington, says an industrial 
zone against train tracks and Route 495 is nor- 
mally an ideal location for a cell tower. 

“Every town has the ability to create use-relat- 
ed districts. I don’t create them, I follow them,” he 
says. 

Parsons says the charge that the tower went 
up illegally “may not be entirely factual.” He 
described the public hearing as amiable, while 
acknowledging Andover residents were not pre- 
sent. 

"This was not a malicious scenario. We felt we 
did everything by the book and so did Lawrence, 
enough to grant us a variance," Parsons says. 

Lawrence City Attorney Carol McGravy did 
not return several calls to her office this week.

And its existence, temporary or not, 
illustrates two problems with them — 
one general and the other very specific to 
the Shepley Street neighborhood. 

In general, the passage of the bylaw 
appears to be another one of those cases 
Where we want all the pleasure and none 
of the pain. We want to use cel] phones. 
We just don’t want to have to deal with 
any unpleasantness that might come 
with them. 

If the new bylaw does survive the 
scrutiny of the state Attorney General’s 
office, it will be the most restrictive cell 
phone tower bylaw in the state — the 
kind of thing that would be a tempting 
target for a lawsuit from one of the vari- 
ous companies that construct the towers. 

That’s because, without Saying so on 
its face, it attempts to simply keep the 
towers out of town. It imposes conditions 
that would make it much more expen- 
sive, and difficult to install the towers 
than it is anywhere else — things like a 
requirement that if the tower is illumi- 
nated, the light must not be visible from 
the ground. 

The motives behind the bylaw are 
easy to understand. Who wants a tower 
in their back yard? Not to mention the 
horror stories about headaches and 
property values. 

But, unfortunately, cellular phone 
technology has become a part of the fab- 
ric of modern society. The feds have 
decided that the industry deserves some 
of the protections provided to any other 
public utility. 

That doesn’t mean they can’t, or 
won't, be regulated. But it may be diffi- 
cult for Andover to claim it needs more 
protection from them than anyone else 
in the state. 

None of this changes the fact, howev- 
er, that what happened on Shepley Street 
is unfair. It may be that residents would- 
n’t have been able to block the installa- 
tion of a tower that is, in some cases, only 
10 feet from their property line. Perhaps 
that’s just the risk you take when you 
buy in a neighborhood that abuts an 
industrial zone in another city.

Since 
when is federal control of one of the 
country’s major industries not more 
big government? 

Beyond that, I’m willing to bet the 
salary of every House member that if 
this windfall does reduce the federal 
debt, Congress will be unable to resist 
the temptation to “compassionately” 
provide yet more government ser- 
vices with yet more spending. 


So whether it happens directly or 
indirectly, this is most assuredly a big 
government bill. 

We’re already hearing the clarion 
call from other members of Meehan’s 
party, who contend that “if we can’t 
provide (pick your favorite) more 
health care, more day care, better 
education, more roads, more subsi- 
dized housing, increases in Social 
Security etc. etc. when the economy is 
good, when will we ever do it?” 

Imagine what they’ll say if the fed- 
eral deficit actually starts to decline. 

I’m also suspicious of political lead- 
ers who say things like, “For far too 
long, the leadership of the House has 
sat idly by as Big Tobacco continues 
to lure our children into a lifetime of 
deadly disease and addiction.”

Join the discussion 
on a middle school 


Editor, Townsman: 

Having two young children, I perked 
my ears up when I heard that a new mid- 
dle school was being considered. I did not 
understand why the 58 school option 
was chosen over several other options. 
The following analysis is the result of my 
effort to understand the issues; I hope it 
can help all of us form opinions as we 
continue to search for a solution to the 
school overcrowding problem. 

1. Does Andover need more class- 
rooms? 

There are four separate “space needs” 
that can be solved by adding more class- 
rooms: 

¢ Current school overcrowding: 
Many non-classrooms are currently 
used as classrooms. Reclaiming the 
“non-classrooms” for their intended use 
requires new classrooms. 

¢ Projected future increase in 
enrollment: In 2007, with the current 
number of classrooms, grades 1-5 will 
have an average (mean) of 28 
students/class and grades 6-8 will have 
an average of 30 students/class. These 
enrollment projections were done using 
a standard mathematical model that has 
shown the correct trend in the past. 

While only time will tell exactly how 
accurate the projections are, a short- 
term increase is virtually cértain, based 
on recent births in Andover. The ques- 
tion is: should we trust the projection 
method or should we adopt a conserva- 
tive wait-and-see approach and react to 
overcrowding if and when it happens? 
We must accept a delayed response if we 
choose being reactive. 

¢ Lowering the target class size: A 
lower class size is recognized as giving a 
higher quality of education. Education 
experts advocate lower class sizes than 
Andover’s current target class size (for 
example, in middle schools, 22/class 
instead of 25/class). 

¢ Full-day kindergarten: This would 
approximately double the need for 
kindergarten classrooms. If the neces- 
sary new kindergarten rooms were 
located at a single school, most children 
would switch schools between kinder- 
garten and first grade. An alternative is 
to add new rooms to each elementary 
school. We should be aware that the 
state might mandate a full-day kinder- 
garten. 

The first step of the school over- 
crowding analysis is to choose whether 
or not to satisfy each of the above four 
space needs. Approximately 50 more 
classrooms would be needed to satisfy 
them all. 

2. How should Andover meet the 
need for new classrooms? 

The options for creating new class- 
rooms fall into three categories: portable 
classrooms, expanding existing schools, 
and building one or more new schools. 

¢ Portable classrooms are the 
default option if no new construction is 
done. Portable classrooms decrease the 
class size, alleviating the predominant

* 5-8 middle school: K4, 5-8, 9-12. 


Eleven percent of middle schools in the 
U.S. have a 58 grade grouping. Objec 
tions to this grade grouping stem from 
parental concerns about placing fifth 
graders in a middle school. If the 
Andover schools adopt a 58 grouping, 
the school administration proposes to 
address this concern by separating the 
fifth and sixth graders from the seventh 
and eighth graders during the day. They 
would not share lunches, recess, passing 
time, restrooms, or dances. Thus, a 
counter argument to “5-8-middle- 
schools-are-bad-for-fifth-graders” is that 
5-8 middle schools are good for sixth 
graders, who are paired with 5th graders 
instead of older students. 

¢ K-8 school: K-8, 9-12. Building a K-8 
school results in one school (the new K-8 
school) with a different grade configura- 
tion than all of the other schools in town. 
In this situation, the school with a dif- 
ferent grade configuration is treated as a 
magnet school and not as a neighbor- 
hood school. Therefore, the success of 
this option depends on parents’ willing- 
ness/eagerness to send their children to 
the K-8 school. If parents don’t send their 
children to this school, the overcrowd- 
ing at other schools is not solved. 

* School of only 2 grades: townwide 
K-1, or townwide 56, or townwide 7-8. 
When compared to schools with more 
grade levels, a school with only two 
grade levels lacks a strong identity and 
has little parental commitment. The first 
year at a school is spent getting to know 
the school and the next year the student 
is about to leave the school. 

4. What are the financial implica- 
tions of the options? 

The cost of the various options for 
building a new school range from $22 
million-$28 million, of which the state 
pays 60 percent. Therefore, new school(s) 
cost Andover taxpayers $9 million-$11 
million. Sewers, sidewalks, and road- 
work could add from $0-$6 million 
(depending on the location), giving a 
total cost to Andover of $9 million-$17 
million. An equivalent number of 
portable classrooms cost about $8 mil- 
lion, and are not reimbursable by the 
state. (Building cost estimates, obtained 
from school officials cover approximate- 
ly 26 new classrooms.)

* Full-day kindergarten: This would 
approximately double the need for 
kindergarten classrooms. If the neces- 
sary new kindergarten rooms were 
located at a single school, most children 
would switch schools between kinder- 
garten and first grade. An alternative is 
to add new rooms to each elementary 
school. We should be aware that the 
state might mandate a full-day kinder- 
garten. 

The first step of the school over- 
crowding analysis is to choose whether 
or not to satisfy each of the above four 
space needs. Approximately 50 more 
classrooms would be needed to satisfy 
them all. 

2. How should Andover meet the 
need for new classrooms? 

The options for creating new class- 
rooms fall into three categories: portable 
classrooms, expanding existing schools, 
and building one or more new schools. 

¢ Portable classrooms are the 
default option if no new construction is 
done. Portable classrooms decrease the 
class size, alleviating the predominant 


Editor, Townsman: 

Changing or adding to the town 
bylaws is part of the Town Meeting that 
often gives the voters and town officials 
difficulty. Bylaws tend to get very tech- 
nical, and the voters sometimes get con- 
flicting information. 

A case in point was the bylaw change 
to regulate cellular and other radio tow- 
ers. Mr. Miller of the Planning Depart- 
ment presented the article only to find 
out a voter had done a lot of homework 
on issues surrounding these towers. I 
thought the article would go down 
when specters of falling towers and 
excessive electromagnetic radiation 
were raised. Voters are usually scared 
off if they think something bad could 
happen in their backyard. 

I must confess that I had developed a 
sympathy for the Planning Department 
when year after year many of their arti- 
cles go down because of voter confusion 
and fear. This time Mr. Miller decided 
to go with the flow and accept all the 
changes proposed and the article was 
accepted. 

He did complain about people with 
concerns not showing up at the public 
hearings to voice their complaints. 
Apparently, the voter with the changes 
was at the hearing, but effective com- 
munication did not take place or was 
not followed up. 

The next article was a new bylaw for 
wetlands protection brought by the 


had some changes due to citizen con- 
cerns. There were some further con- 
cerns voiced and the specter of prob- 
lems with swing sets and sandboxes. 
Other speakers gave their support for 
protecting the wetland and the com- 
mission assured voters they were not 
after children’s play areas, Then just 


overcrowding issue: However, an 
increase in student numbers results in 
overuse of shared facilities 
(computer/technology room, library, 
gym, cafeteria, art room, and music 
room). To handle that, the time spent by 
the students in the shared facilities can 
be decreased (shorter gym classes) or the 
shared activity can be held in the class- 
room or hallway (volleyball in the hall- 
way). 

- Expanding existing schools 
entails adding classrooms and enlarging 
the shared facilities of, at a minimum, 
Doherty Middle, West Middle, and San- 
born Elementary (currently the smallest 
elementary school). Disadvantages of 
expanding existing schools include 1) 
cost (this is the most expensive solution 
because, whenever schools are renovat- 
ed, they must be brought up to state 
code), 2) potentially disruptive renova- 
tions at three schools, and 3) making 
three schools larger. 

¢ Building one or more new schools 
decreases the crowding in the class- 
rooms and in the shared facilities. Build- 
ing a new middle school and making all 
three middle schools 5-8 eases the over-

before the vote was taken, Mr. Miller 
gave the Planning Board recommenda- 
tion — “disapproval.” Mr. Miller raised 
many of the earlier concerns again, and 
that was enough for voters to vote 
down the article. The town lost impor- 
tant protections of the wetlands and the 
taxpayers lost $17,300 spent on legal 
and consultant fees to help draft the 
article. 

Wait a minute. Isn’t this the Mr. 
Miller who had just complained about 
people with concerns not showing up at 
public hearings? Did he make the Plan- 
ning Board’s concerns known at the 
Conservation Commissions hearings? 

No! If I were the town manager, I 
would be “steamed.” Here are two town 
government agencies for which he 
appoints members and for which he 
supervises paid staff persons. I under- 
stand he meets weekly with the staff 
members. Yet the Planning Board 
“blind sides” the Conservation Com- 
mission on Town Meeting floor. This is 
just another. case of communication 
problems with the various town agen- 
cies not talking to one another. 

Maybe part of the problem is “last- 
minute-itis.” Even though town meet- 
ing dates are known well in advance, 
positions by town agencies are often 
not known by the date the Finance 
Committee Report is _ published. 
Maybe we need another bylaw calling 
for all town agencies that are making 
recommendations to have them no 
later than two weeks before Town 
Meeting. At least there would be some 
advance notice if agencies are in dis- 
agreement. Government at the last 
minute is not good government in my 
opinion.

crowding at both the elementary and 
middle levels by allowing the elemen- 
taries to expand into the 5th grade class- 
rooms. Building a new 68 school, with- 
out switching to a 5-8 configuration, does 
not relieve overcrowding at the elemen- 
taries. Thus, a new 6-8 school must be 
accompanied either by a new K-5 ele- 
mentary school or by expanding San- 
born. 

One objection to building a new 
school is that it creates one beautiful 
new school but the existing schools get 
nothing. However, the existing schools 
get something important — they get 
smaller class sizes and better use of the 
shared facilities, which makes a bigger 
difference to education than a new build- 
ing. 

3. What should be the grade 
groupings? 

Building a new school gives Andover 
the option of reconfiguring the grade 
groupings. Various options are: 

* Current grouping: K-5, 68, 9-12. 
The current grade grouping is consid- 
ered educationally sound and does not 
seem to have opponents. 

¢« 5-8 middle school: K4, 5-8, 9-12. 


Eleven percent of middle schools in the 
U.S. have a 58 grade grouping. Objec- 
tions to this grade grouping stem from 
parental concerns about placing fifth 
graders in a middle school. If the 
Andover schools adopt a 58 grouping, 
the school administration proposes to 
address this concern by separating the 
fifth and sixth graders from the seventh 
and eighth graders during the day. They 
would not share lunches, recess, passing 
time, restrooms, or dances. Thus, a 
counter argument to “5-8-middle- 
schools-are-bad-for-fifth-graders” is that 
5-8 middle schools are good for sixth 
graders, who are paired with 5th graders 
instead of older students. 

* K-8 school: K-8, 9-12. Building a K8 
school results in one school (the new K-8 
school) with a different grade configura- 
tion than all of the other schools in town. 
In this situation, the school with a dif- 
ferent grade configuration is treated as a 
magnet school and not as a neighbor- 
hood school. Therefore, the success of 
this option depends on parents’ willing- 
ness/eagerness to send their children to 
the K-8 school. If parents don’t send their 
children to this school, the overcrowd- 
ing at other schools is not solved. 

¢ School of only 2 grades: townwide 
K-1, or townwide 546, or townwide 7-8. 
When compared to schools with more 
grade levels, a school with only two 
grade levels lacks a strong identity and 
has little parental commitment. The first 
year at a school is spent getting to know 
the school and the next year the student 
is about to leave the school. 

4. What are the financial implica- 
tions of the options? 

The cost of the various options for 
building a new school range from $22 
million-$28 million, of which the state 
pays 60 percent. Therefore, new school(s) 
cost Andover taxpayers $9 million-$11 
million. Sewers, sidewalks, and road- 
work could add from $0-$6 million 
(depending on the location), giving a 
total cost to Andover of $9 million-$17 
million. An equivalent number of 
portable classrooms cost about $8 mil- 
lion, and are not reimbursable by the 
state. (Building cost estimates, obtained 
from school officials cover approximate- 
ly 26 new classrooms.) 

Thus, a new school costs three to six 
times as much as portables. However, a 
new school leads to uncrowded schools 
(classrooms and shared facilities) while 
portables only lead to uncrowded class- 
rooms. It is generally accepted that a 
school system with a good reputation 
enhances property values. Numerous 
portables and crowded schools detract 
from the quality and reputation of the 
school system. The town must decide 
how much uncrowded schools are worth. 

We can get a rough estimate of how 
much $17 million would add to our taxes 
from the 1994 Town Meeting Warrant. A 
1994 township bond project of $17 million 
increased the yearly property tax of a 
$100,000 house by about $70 and a $400,000 
house by about $285.

igital Equipment Corporation, 
which employs about 720 at a plant in 
Andover, will not say what effect its 
merger with Houston-based Compaq 
Computer Corp. will have on local 
employment. 

Gail Smart, a spokesman for May- 
nard-based Digital, would not even con- 
firm the number of employees who work 
at the local plant. She did say the compa- 
ny employs about 53,500 worldwide, and 
about 20,000 in Massachusetts. 

The merger, announced late last 
week, will result in about 15,000 layoffs, 
or 27.7 percent of the global work force. 

Smart said it is “premature” to specu- 
late on what local jobs might be affected, 
until after the merger passes muster 
with the Federal Trade Commission. But 
She said even with FTC approval, there 
is “no schedule” in place to inform 
employees about their future. 

Local employees work on “computer 
systems and software,” Smart said. 

Analysts have said the $9,.6-billion 
deal, in which Compag will acquire Dig- 
ital, will eliminate more administrative 
and management personnel than those 
in manufacturing, and that it is not 
expected to have a major impact on 
employment in Andover.

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About 120 workers at the Academy 
Manor Nursing Home on Morton 
Street will decide today (Thursday) if 
they want to become part of Service 
Employees Local 285, in an election 
conducted by the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board. 

The vote comes, ironically enough, 
right in the middle of National Nurs- 
ing Home Week, during which Acade- 
my Manor has a variety of theme days 
and activities planned, including a 
crazy hat and T-shirt day, and an ice 
cream social. 

There were concerts and musical 
programs planned as well, concluding 
with a talent show Saturday night by 
students at Phillips Academy. 

Union organizers and_ several 
Manor employees who held a demon- 
stration and press conference outside 
the home a week before the election to 
unionize all said the majority of work- 
ers want to join the union. 

Still, it hasn’t appeared to be a done 
deal in the weeks leading up to the elec- 
tion, because there has been an 
increasingly intense campaign by both 
sides for the allegiance of the workers. 

The pro-union demonstration last 
Thursday included about 35 people. 
But most of them were either organiz- 
ers from grassroots labor organiza- 
tions, or members of other area 


CWA, the AFL-CIO and area firefight- 
ers from Lawrence, North Andover 
and Andover.

make “Big Tobacco” such a 
bogeyman with a straight face, 
when they allow it to remain in 
the marketplace? 

If Meehan really believes in 
this “deadly disease and addic- 
tion” rhetoric, why doesn’t he 
simply file a bill to outlaw tobac- 
co? Make it a controlled sub- 
stance. That would instantly 
eliminate tobacco advertising, 
and all those allegedly seductive 
messages to our children, with- 
out the need for yet another piece 
of massive legislation calling for 
a half a trillion dollars to pay for 
a “national education and 
counter-advertising campaign.” 

And more education? Please. 
Find me a kid who smokes, who 
hasn’t heard the message that 


cigarettes are bad for you. 

In other areas of life, kids are 
told to just “consider all the 
information” and then make up 
their own minds about what to 
do with it. Why do we think 
they’re now going to follow our 
directions about smoking? 

Finally, I’m suspicious of any 
legislation in which the sublimi- 
nal message is, “You can’t con- 
trol yourself. Nor should you be 
held responsible for the logical 
consequences of your own 
actions. You are helpless to influ- 
ence the values and behavior of 
your children, and that’s not 
really your responsibility any- 
way. That’s something for gov- 
ernment to do.” 

I disagree. Tobacco is banned 
from my house. I’m fairly certain 
that my kids won’t be using it, 
because we’ve had an “educa- 
tion” program going on at my

received raises for as long as five 
years. 

Asked what form the intimida- 
tion has taken, employees said 
they had regularly been handed 
flyers warning that union dues 
would come out of their pay- 
checks, and had been required to 
attend meetings where manage- 
ment tried to convince them it 
would be better to stay out of the 
union. 

Hernandez said the company 
was also doing things like giving 
the women flowers for Mother’s 
Day, including bags of candy 
with paychecks, and scheduling a 
cookout on the day of the elec- 
tion. “They’ve never done that 
before,” she said. 

In a statement to the media, 
Academy Manor management 


noted that the election is a 
“legal process that allows 
employees to make their own 
free and intelligent choices 
about whether or not to be repre- 
sented by the union. We support 
this process, and view it as an 
opportunity to educate our 
employees about their options 
regarding representation.” 

Barbara Wilkins, director of 
Academy Manor, added that the 
company’s efforts to educate the 
employees were not intimidation 
at all, and should be viewed no 
differently than the efforts of 
union organizers to make their 
case. 

With regard to complaints 
about promised raises, Wilkins 
said employees are evaluated for 
raises on the anniversary of their 
employment date. She also said 
wages and benefits are at least 
comparable to those throughout 
the nursing home industry.

And if they did start to smoke, I’d be 
embarrassed to blame Congress for “sitting 
idly by.”

We don’t live in a world where our kids 
walk down the street and are confronted by 
Joe Camel, who jams a butt into their 
mouths. We simply live in a world where we 
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are asked to make many choices. Part of 
being independent is the freedom to make 
choices — and to live with the consequences 
of those choices. 

In certain, very selective areas, Meehan’s 
Democratic Party claims it is the party of 
“choice” — not just for adults, but for juve- 
niles as well.

Harshbarger, McGovern cam

It’s not that Scott Harshbarger does- 
n’t know what month it is. 

But listen to the state attorney gener- 
al deliver a little summary of his stump 
speech for governor, and you might 
Start thinking it’s already October. Vir- 
tually all his broadsides are aimed at 
Paul Cellucci, the acting governor and 
presumptive nominee of the Republican 
Party. 

Harshbarger is indeed, by all 
accounts, the front runner on the Demo- 
cratic side in the race to block Cellucci 
from removing the “acting” from his 
title. With Congressman Joe Kennedy 
out of the running, Harshbarger has the 
most money, the most stable organiza- 
tion and the most visible statewide pro- 
file. 

Still, before he can challenge Celluc- 
ci, there is this little event in mid-Sep- 
tember called the primary. And Harsh- 
barger’s passage through that political 
door is not entirely a sure thing yet, 
thanks to Andover’s Patricia McGov- 
ern, the former state Senate Ways and 
Means chairman who got in the race as 
soon as Kennedy got out. 

McGovern essentially acknowledged 
Harshbarger’s front-runner status a few 
weeks ago with a press release challeng- 
ing him to debate before the state Demo- 
cratic Convention in June. If she 
thought she were in front, it’s a pretty 
sure bet she wouldn’t have suggested 
debates. 

She is also obviously running for the 
primary, aiming most of her campaign 
ammo at the AG rather than Cellucci. 

Her campaign has been plagued by 
fund-raising troubles and some visible 
staff defections. 

Yet she remains very much in the 
hunt, with money flowing a little better 
than it was before Christmas, with a 
more stable organization in place and 
with some good press, most notably a 
lavish profile in the Boston Phoenix in 
February. 

Besides that, many observers con- 
tend Harshbarger’s support remains 
rather soft. 

Some recent polls have shown about 
half of Democratic voters still undecid- 
ed. Of those committed, Harshbarger 
led McGovern 20-17, with former Boston 
Mayor and Vatican Ambassador Ray 
Flynn at 10 percent (and he has since 
dropped out to run for Congress), and 
former congressman Brian Donnelly at 
3 percent. 

Still, Harshbarger’s pitch, a couple of 
weeks after making his formal 
announcement for the office, is that the 
primary is a done deal, and he’s run- 
ning against Cellucci. 

The AG, who stopped in Andover 
during a campaign swing through the 
region, was complimentary of McGov- 
ern, dismissing their competing cam- 
paigns as “one of those things” that hap- 
pens in electoral politics. 

His target instead, was Cellucci. 
“He’s running on the past,” Harshbarg- 
er said, modifying that a moment later 
to declare that Cellucci’s not really run- 
ning at all.

“He’s standing still,” Harsh- 
barger declared, adding that 
while the state’s economy is 
about as good as it has been dur- 
ing the previous generation, 
there is still lots more that gov- 
ernment needs to do. 

Echoing his announcement 
speech, Harshbarger said Celluc- 
ci is acting as if he is unaware 
that there are a half million 
adults with no health insurance, 
12,000 working families on wait- 
ing lists for day care, 20 percent 
of working adults without ade- 
quate reading skills and tax cuts 
that mainly go only to the rich. 

And, like McGovern, he said 
Cellucci has “flunked” the Edu- 
cation Reform test of leadership. 
The AG says that, if elected, he 
will track the $9 billion spent so 
far on Ed Reform, earmark $80 
million to improve what he says 
are crumbling school facilities 
and cut the cost of public colleges 
and universities. 

His platform also calls for a tax 
cut “that puts elders and working 
families first,” a health care plan for 
200,000 people who currently have no 
insurance, a plan to retrain workers 
and to raise the minimum wage. 

If he does bring those things to pass, 
the youth of today will have massive 
amounts of government support to lean 
on that Harshbarger didn’t have when 
he was working his way through college 
on a highway crew. 

But the AG, who says he is proud of 
his humble roots and having to work 
hard for his success, says he’s not talk- 
ing about making people dependent on 
government. 

“This is just about providing oppor- 
tunity,” he says. “I still will demand 
that people be accountable.” 


Position papers flowing 
Meanwhile, McGovern, whether she 
makes it past the primary or not, is 
making sure she’s keeping at least one 
campaign promise — to spell out her 
positions on the issues she considers 
important — health care, day care, edu-

cation and jobs. 

Her latest initiative, presented earli- 
er this month, is called “Career Employ- 
ment Opportunity.” It may seem a bit 
extreme at a time of essentially full 
employment, and a bit gimmicky since 
it features a “CEO card” that McGovern 
says will work a bit like a driver’s 
license for transportation, or a Social 
Security card for retirement. 

But she says it is aimed at the “ever- 
widening fault line running through the 
middle class (where) those with the nec- 
essary skills and education are able to 
keep pace with the changing economy, 
while those without are falling further 
and further behind.” 

Several weeks before that was her 
promise that if she is elected governor, 
there will be a computer on the desk of 
every public school student within 
eight years — the end of her second 
term. 

In the seven-page position paper 
released last week, McGovern also 
made 13 other promises. Among them 
are:

* $1.2 billion in state funds for school 
building repairs, with most of that 
money from savings and borrowing, so 
the “new funding” will be only $8.3 mil- 
lion. 

* A non-partisan review of where the 
“billions of dollars in education reform 
money has gone over the last six years.” 

* A reevaluation of the state’s educa- 
tion funding formula, to insure that 
while poorer systems are being 
improved, “others are not being 
brought down.” 

* To maintain the current cap on the 
number of charter schools, and to have 
the state fund the first five years of their 
contracts. 

* A guarantee that schools will be 
free of “guns, drugs and violence.” 

* Dissolve the state Board of Educa- 
tion, and replace it with an Education 
Council controlled by the governor. 

* To recruit 35,000 new teachers over 
the next 10 years. 

* Give local systems more flexibility 
with bilingual education, as long as 
they achieve the goal of having stu- 
dents speak English as soon as possible. 

« Exempt high-performing school dis- 
tricts from “excessive state oversight.” 

And when it comes to the hottest of 
current hot-button issues in public edu- 
cation — the MCAS tests — McGovern 
makes it clear she will blame every- 
body but the students if they score poor- 
ly. 

Like Harshbarger, she blames the 
still-fledgling Cellucci administration 
for leaving students “ill prepared” for 
the tests. She calls for the first round of 
tests to be used only to evaluate local 
systems, not “demoralize” or “shatter 
the self esteem” of the students. 


And on the other issues ... 

McGovern position papers in the 
health care area include those on the 
costs of prescription drugs and on the 
proposed tobacco settlement, negotiat- 
ed by state attorneys general including 
Harshbarger. 

She apparently shares the view of 
Congress, that the tobacco companies 
should not be given any kind of legal 
immunity. 

And with regard to prescription 
drug prices, which she says have “spi- 
raled out of control,” McGovern says 
the state should use its purchasing 
power to get a 20 percent discount for 
the 1 million people who pay out-of- 
pocket for prescriptions. 

Finally, in the area of child care, 
McGovern says she would create 29,000 
new subsidized day-care slots for low- 
income families. She says there are cur- 
rently 13,000 children waiting for day- 
care slots and thousands of others who 
are eligible for HeadStart, but unen- 
rolled. 

She says she would increase the 
child-care tax deduction to an average 
of $4,500 for moderate income families, 
convert public schools into community 
centers that would offer before- and 
after-school programs for a small fee, 
and create a network of child-care cen- 
ters for parents to use in emergencies.

From explorers to cops 


In the 20 years that Methuen has run a Boy 
Scout Explorer program, the town has prepared 
hundreds of boys and girls for law enforcement. 
A whopping 35 of past program participants 
have actually set up camp as full-time police offi- 


“We meet once a month at the police station 
and we teach everything from CPR to (doing 
investigations),” says Methuen Officer Al Tor- 
risi, the advisor for the last 14 years. “It’s almost 
like a preexamination for the police academy. 

He says one of the highlights of the program 
is when the Methuen explorers meet with about 
350 other kids at Westover Air Force Base for a 
summer police academy. 

There, the older kids learn to drive a police 
cruiser and are sent on imaginary assignments 
acted out by officers such as Torrisi. Torrisi 
says when he was given the assignment of being 
a drunk driver, he filled his mouth with chewed 
peanuts and water. When a scout approached 
his car incorrectly, he used the mix to show the 
kids exactly why they should approach a vehicle 
in a certain way. 

Torrisi describes the Methuen explorer post 
as an intense, paramilitary program. The youth 
help police around town with surveys and 
parades. On Halloween they patrol certain 
areas, such as elderly housing developments. 

“We've used the kids for many, many inci- 
dents like missing persons, missing children,” 
says Torrisi. “It’s a great program. It really 
helps the kids out if they want go to any police 
department, too.”

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Playing it safe 
Who makes sure the kids don’t get hurt 
on carnival rides or playground swings?

The arrival of the ClownTown carni- 
val rides in Andover this weekend (see 
page 24) is at least one major signal that 
the outdoor season has arrived. 

And along with the fun for kids of play- 
ing outdoors comes concern for their safe- 
ty. Who’s in charge of making sure that 
traveling carnival rides, or more perma- 
nent playgrounds, are places where the 
risk of the fun turning to tragedy is as low 
as possible? 

For carnivals like ClownTown, it’s the 
State Department of Public Safety, which 
regulations amusement devices, Mark 
Mooney, assistant chief of inspections for 
the DPS says the rides are inspected at the 
Start of the season, and then throughout 
the year, in every location where the car- 
nival stops. 

“Any company that wants to have car- 
nival rides in Massachusetts has to pro- 
vide a certificate of insurance for $1 mil- 
lion, and show a permit that they have 
been inspected by a certified inspector at 
the beginning of the season,” he says. 

Then, the company has to provide an 
itinerary showing where and when the 
rides will be in use. 

“That goes to a database that goes to 
the inspectors, so they know where and 
when to inspect,” he says. 

Local communities have their own 
regulations regarding building and elec- 
tric permits, while state inspectors insure 
that the equipment is assembled and 
operating properly. 

“In most cases there are specialty pins 
that hold the devices together, sort of like 
huge erector sets,” Mooney says, “and the 
inspector makes sure they’re all in place.” 

The inspector is also supposed to make 
sure that all the devices at a location are 
included in the permit. “If not, we shut it 
right down,” he says. 

How effective is this system? 

Mooney could not provide years of sta- 
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tistics, but says there has been only one 
minor injury so far this year, in Marble- 
head. And he says most injuries are the 
result of errors by operators or the riders 
themselves, not malfunctioning equip- 
ment. 

How well-trained are the operators? 

At present, there is no requirement 
that they be trained at all, Mooney says, 
but adds that a bill that has passed both 
houses of the Legislature and could soon 
be on the governor’s desk, would require 
all operators to have at least eight hours 
of training on any device they would oper- 
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Well built — This equipment at Penguin Park is sturdy, but since it is 
not part of a day care center, it is not required to conform to new state 
safety standards with “fall zones” on the ground around the structures.

And on the playgrounds ... 

For playgrounds, the overseer is the 
State Department of Public Health. But 
the department’s jurisdiction extends 
only to playgrounds at child care centers. 
And there is only one of those in Andover, 
at the Christ Church Children’s Center on 
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Kid’s eye view — One of the tunnels at Penguin Park offers a view of

Central Street. 

Experts say a playground is only as 
safe as the ground it’s built on, since 75 
percent of injuries that occur on play- 
grounds are the results of a fall. 

Last May, the state beefed up its regu- 
lations to make playgrounds safer, 
adding two requirements: that any equip- 
ment that helps children get off the 
ground be surrounded by a “fall zone” 
free of other buildings or equipment, and 
that the material under it be safer, says 
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: Shuman says. 


Steve Shuman, the DPH’s deputy direc- 
tor of home visiting, family support and 
education. 

While federal guidelines encourage 
manufacturers to make safer equipment 
and operators to install it correctly, “the 
key factor is what’s on the ground,” Shu- 
man says. 

Bringing existing playgrounds up to 
the new code can be expensive. The 
Christ Church Center spent $10,000 to do 
it, Director Leslie McGovern says. They 
excavated the playground and put in 12 
inches of “wood Carpeting” which is sim- 
ilar to wood chips, she Says. 

A “fall zones,” Shuman says, includes 
a safe surface, with an impact-absorbing 
material like sand, wood chips or bark 
mulch — at the correct depths — or a 
solid surface like rubber, he says. 

While the changes were costly, 
McGovern says their 100-foot square 
playground is now much safer. 

“We were fortunate our equipment 
was OK,” McGovern says. 

Regulations for child care centers are 
specifically the business of the state 
Office of Child Care Services, but their 
guidelines come from the Department of 
Public Health. 

Other playgrounds in town under the 
Jurisdiction of a town or public school are 
subject only to federal recommendations,

DePesa’s’ lawyer, Larry 
Casey, says his client has done 
“nothing that would warrant ter- 
mination of employment. There 
was no negligent act or anything 
that threatened someone’s safety 
or harm.” 

In the case of the South Main 
Street site, Gilmore reported 
that when she visited it three 


days after DePesa’s inspection, 
she found at least 13 problems. 
But DePesa has given a written 
explanation for each of these 
alleged problems, and says in a 
letter that many of the circum- 
stances Gilmore found were dif- 
ferent from when he had inspect- 
ed the site. 

A few days after Gilmore had 
signed off on a South Main Street 
permit of her own, DePesa went 
over and photographed prob- 
lems that he saw, says Casey. 
Casey uses this point to show 
that an inspector cannot be held 
responsible for changes that 
occur after he or she leaves an 
area and sign off on a permit. 

“All the things I’ve done have 
been common practice by Ms. 
Gilmore, by myself, and by 
Michael Buss,” says DePesa, 
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DePesa — done nothing

adding that he believes 
Gilmore is “out of control.” 

DePesa and Casey have 
offered explanations for the 
two other issues as well. 
They say the Lowell Junc- 
tion information could not 
have been provided more 
quickly, because DePesa was 
the only inspector on duty 
when he was given 24 hours 
notice to provide the infor- 
mation. Regarding Connec- 
tor Road, Casey says DePesa 
did not gather the drawings 
because specialized inspec- 
tors were to handle those 
areas. 

Casey called the 13 items 
related to the South Main 
Street permit, “trumped-up 
charges.” 

But Stapczynski seems to 
disagree, saying Gilmore 
found the South Main Street 
site to be “still under con- 
struction” when she looked 
at it three days after DePesa 
signed off on a permit. 

“She had life safety con- 
cerns for a family occupying 
the site. From what I heard, 
she found a construction 
site,” says Stapczynski. 

Stapczynski had stronger 
words for DePesa’s actions 
in an April 22 letter he sent 
advising DePesa of the 
upcoming hearing. 

“Our investigation thus 
far discloses that you negli- 
gently signed a certificate of 
occupancy for 294 South 
Main Street, Andover, on 
April 10, 1998, when it should 
have been plainly obvious to 
you that this residence was 
unsafe for occupancy,” 
wrote Stapczynski. “Our 
investigation also reveals 
that there has been a pattern 
of carelessness and insuffi- 
cient attention to public safe- 
ty and details in your work 
product. 

“AS a result of your con- 
duct, you have obviously 
breached the public trust 
bestowed on you as a public 
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Gilmore — says DePesa

servant. Under the circum- 
stances, it now appears that 
you are no longer suited for 
your present position.” 

Asked if he was leaning 
toward a certain finding — 
firing DePesa — when he 
wrote this letter, Stapczyns- 
ki offers no comment. 

“I haven’t issued a deci- 
sion yet,” he says. 

But DePesa says, “I won 
the battle (at the hearing) 
but I’m going to lose the war. 
We know it’s a fait accom- 
pli.” 

Casey argues the letter 
shows Stapczynski may 
have already made up his 
mind, and could not serve as 
an impartial judge at the dis- 
ciplinary hearing. 

“How can the person who 
wrote that letter now sit as 
judge,” he asks, “when the 
letter indicates he has 
already made his decision?” 

If DePesa is fired by the 
Stapcezynski, Casey says he 
would appeal. 

Although he says an 
appeal would normally go 
through a_ three-member 
board of town voters and 
then the town manager, 
because the town manager is 
already involved, Casey says 
he would have to file a law- 
suit if his client is fired. 

DePesa says the hearings 
are the result of a personal 
vendetta by Gilmore. He 
says he’s overqualified for 
his current job and has 
never seen a written com- 
plaint about him in his four 
years on the job. 

“I’ve been an inspector 
almost four years,” he says. 
“I’m the only nationally-cer- 
tified inspector in the town 
of Andover. I achieved this 
by taking six exams.” 

He says a house does not 
have to be entirely complet- 
ed to receive an occupancy 
permit, but simply conform 
to “life safety” require- 
ments. He contends none of 


the alleged flaws Gilmore 
cites in her letter about the 
South Main Street site were 
code violations. 

“To me the charges are 
entirely unfair,” says Casey. 

“It’s no secret that Peter 
feels there’s problems with 
the management of the 
department, and he’s had 
issues with it and tried to get 
it resolved,” says Casey. 
“There’s no love lost 
between the two of them 
(DePesa and Gilmore) and 
there’s an effort there to cre- 
ate just cause ... so they can 
get out of the contract. It’s a 
witch hunt.” 

That Gilmore and DePesa 
have professional and _ per- 
haps personal problems with 
each other seems obvious 
from the tone of their letters 
to one another. 

DePesa concludes one let- 
ter to Gilmore with, “I hope 
this will clarify all your con- 
stant misstatements in your 
correspondence to me. Sin- 
cerely, Peter DePesa.” 

Besides criticizing DePe- 
sa for the conditions at the 
South Main Street site he 
signed off on, in a letter 
Gilmore also criticizes DePe- 
sa and Buss for riding 
together to construction 
Sites.

should it be located? 

The choices for the location of a new school 
include: 1) buy a new plot of undeveloped land, 
2) build on the grounds of an existing school, or 
3) build on undeveloped land owned by the 
school department. The last option initially has 
the most appeal, as it saves the expense of buy- 
ing new land and does not increase the conges- 


tion surrounding an existing school. 

The school system owns only two plots of 
undeveloped land, of which one plot is less suit- 
able for a large new school due to, among other 
things, wetlands and its location on a busy road 
(Rt. 125). The second plot of land is in West 
Andover (the “Cross Street site”). Building at 
this site adds the cost of sewer, sidewalk, and 
roadwork to the total cost of the school (about 
$6 million). 

In summary, I now understand why a new 5- 
8 middle school was proposed; it is a relatively 
tidy solution to a complex problem. However, 
the School Committee is currently organizing 
a study group to reevaluate the options. The 
study group will present a proposal to voters, 
possibly at a special town meeting in the fall. 
This proposal may or may not be a new 58 mid- 
dle school. Now is the time to join the new dis- 
cussion so we can fashion a proposal with 
broad community support.

I don’t feel unloved often enough, 
anymore. Life is good and I enjoy food. 
As I get older, I understand the strug- 
gle between desire and destiny more 
and more. Anyone challenged by a 
weight problem throughout life could 
view food as a fountain of guilt or 
temptation.

New cooking trends 
spawn new grills

lE you’re a barbecue fan, 


a recent study conducted by 
the Barbecue Industry Associa- 
tion, three out of four U.S. 
households own a bar- 
becue grill. About 
nine out of ten grill ¢ 
owners have barbe- — 
cued outdoors on their 
grills in the past year. 

Making delicious and healthy 
meals can be both easy 
and fun with the right 
outdoor cooking system. What should 
you look for when buying a grill? 
Control and convenience top the list. 
Here are a few more points to consid- 
er when going grill-hunting: 

Gas or charcoal?: Due to refine- 
ments in technology over the past 
decade, gas has been winning the pop- 
ularity contest hands-down. While 
three out of five grill owners have a 
charcoal grill, ownership of LP gas 
grills has climbed dramatically — 24 
percent over 1983 figures. Over half 
(52 percent) of grill owners own an LP 
gas grill, and 53 percent of all grill 
owners say they would be most likely 
to buy an LP gas grill next. 

Don’t go for the burn: Remember 
that the best gas burner systems are 
designed to cook with indirect heat.

Wood 
chips allow you to slow-smoke 
food such as ribs to tangy perfection. 
Hickory chips are preferred by 11 per- 
cent of grill owners, while 7 percent 
prefer mesquite chips, 8 percent hick- 
ory or mesquite chunks and 3 percent 
choose fruitwoods. 

Accommodating delicate foods: 
Special cooking fixtures let barbe- 
cuers get creative with a variety of 
light foods. A built-in fish grid, for 
example, ensures that the catch-of- 
the-day ends up on the plate, not on 
the burner. 

The advantages of a rotisserie: 
Good taste and good health are excel- 
lent reasons to broil, since turning 
meat on a rotisserie reduces fat 
intake. Make sure there’s plenty of 
clearance over the burners for larger 
roasts. 


hen you eat in a restaurant, what 
WV does it take for you to give the 
waitstaff top rating? 

That’s the gist of a recent survey of 500 
adults who eat at table service restau- 
rants regularly. The results can help you 
determine what to expect the next time 
you dine out, and help restaurants evalu- 
ate their staff. 

The SanPellegrino “What’s the Dish on 
Dining” Survey, conducted by the number 
one sparkling mineral water in restau- 
rants, was designed to gauge America’s 
growing thirst for service when eating 
away from home. 

“Building an effective service staff is 
one of the greatest challenges in the 
restaurant industry today,” says William 
O’Donnell, SanPellegrino USA, president. 
“Good service can make or break the din- 
ing experience and can ultimately have a 
significant impact on the bottom line.” 
Among the survey’s findings: 

¢ Seventy percent of respondents say 
that next to food, attentive waitstaff is 
what contributes most to an enjoyable 
dining experience. 

* Respondents want the food fresh, but 
not the waitstaff. A rude server was listed 
as the biggest dining turnoff by four in 
ten respondents. Eighteen percent said 
the biggest problem was having food 
spilled on them. Next came having food 
taken away too soon. Scraping leftovers 
off plates right there at the table was a 
definite no-no for ten percent of the diners 
surveyed. 
¢ Forty-four percent of those who have

made reservations but are then made to 
wait expect some sort of accommodation, 
ranging from a free dessert, appetizer or 
beverage, to a better table. 

¢ Speed is of the essence. Ninety per- 
cent of diners expect to be asked for a bev- 
erage order within five minutes of being 
seated. Sixty-eight percent say they’re 
willing to give between three and ten min- 
utes to be served bread or crackers. Sev- 
enty-six percent expect to wait between 
three and ten minutes before ordering. 

- Six in ten diners say familiarity 
breeds “content,” believing that regular 
customers receive better service than do 
first-time patrons. 

* Forty-two percent of restaurant cus- 
tomers in the south believe a compliment 
is likely to help a great deal in getting 
good service. Compare that to 35 percent 
in the Midwest, 27 percent in the West and 
24 percent in the Northeast. 

When asked if they 
thought waiters should introduce them- 
selves or remain anony-
